We have heard much of late, in private and public, 
-whether individuals born ina foreign country, and who 


have settled among us, have a right to vote in our, 


State Elections, before they have become naturalized 
citizens of the United Stutes? “We copy the follow- 
ing from the Constitution of our State : 

“Article VIII. Src.‘1: That all men are born equal- 
-ly free and independant, and have: certain inherent 
‘and indefeasible -rights; aiong which are those of 
enjoying and defending life and liberty; and of ac- 
quiring, possessing and protecting,property and repu- 
‘tation, and of pursuing their own happiness.” 

Sc, 12.*In the Schedule of the State Constitution, 
is the following: 

“All white male inhabitants above the age of twen- 
ty one years, who shall be actual residents of this 


State, at the signing of this Constitution,-shall have a: 


Tight’to.2-vote at the election to bo held on the third 
Thursday and the two fillowing days of September 
next.” The signing took place on the 26th of Au- 
gust, less than one month before the election. 

Article II. Src. 27. “In all elections, all white 
male inhabitants above the age of twenty one years, 
having resided in the State six months next preceed- 
ing the Election, shall enjoy the right of an elector; 
but no person shall be entitled to vote except in the 
County or District in which he.shall actually reside at 
the time -of -the election.” 

Now iflanguage means any thing, it means what 
jt readg,.and it excepig,ao- one-on account of his birth 
place, or former residence. Some however main- 
tain that the privilege thus given in the Constitution 


of [lJinois to aliens, is contrary to the laws of the Uni- 


ted States,.we say itis not so. 
In the;resolution of the Senate and House of Re- 


resentatives, declaring the admission of the State of 


Ninois into the Unipn, we find that the Constitution 
formed by-the People ,of Ilinois, is declared. republi- 
_ean, and in.conformity. to: the princicles of the articles 
of compact between the original states. 

No one’ but a-s¢lfish and illiberal mind, can contend 
in the:face of \theso declarations that any individual 
should be deprived of the right of sufftage, which is 
so inestimable to'freemen. Every-state in this Union 
has exercised a.sovereign power in relation to Citi- 
zenship, thus we findin the Constitution of Kentucky, 
Seciion 8. the following: 

4Ip all elections for .representatives, every free 
male-citizen (negroeg, mulattoes and Indiaus except- 
eti,) who, at the time being, hath attained to the age 
-of 21 ycarg, and resided in the State two years, or the 
County or Town in which he offers to vote, one year 
next preceeding the election, shall enjoy the right of 
an elector, but no person shall be entitled to vote ex- 
cept in the county or town in which he may actually 
reside at the time of election, except herein otherwise 
provided. Electors shall in all cases, except treason, 
felony, breach or surety of the peace, be privileged 
from urrest during their attendance at, going to and 
returning from elections.” 

An act allowing aliens tovhold lands in’ Kentucky. 
“Any alien, other than alien enemies, who shall have 
actually resided within this commonwealth two years, 
shall, during the continuance of his residence after 
the said period, be enabled to receive, hold and pass, 
any right, title to any lands or other estate known with- 
‘An tha commonwealth, in the same manner and.under 
the same regulations, as the citizens of this state may 
Jawfully do:”? 

In fliino’s, there exists no law restrict ng the right of 
owning, ho.dingor.selling land, or« he. vstate. Ail 
most every state, has its peculiar law, in regulating 
elections, and of taxing property within its limits, the 
constitutionality of w jich hasneverus yet, been ques- 
fonec. 

The legislature of this State.for about six years 
past have enacted laws every session, establishing 
State roads, among which we find one from Springfield
